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My ARRL HQ Visit 
by John Herring, KO6TN 


The visit actually started a few weeks prior by sending email to the HQ to inquire about directions and the 
amount of time needed to see everything including the W1AW station. Not knowing who to send email to, 1 
send my inquiry to info@arrl.org. The next day I received email from Sharon Taratula. Her response was very 
complete and the directions were detailed. Equipped with a list of items to pickup, turn in, ask about, and the 
kindly written directions I was ready for the visit

So there I was, my HT (connected to a mag-mount on my rented Grand AM) dialed up to the W1AW repeater 
145.450, directions in my hand, one eye on the road and the other scanning the sky with radar like speed looking 
for a massive antenna farm, all while driving up Main Street in Newington, CT. A side note for those who don’t 
get out to the east coast, there are Tall GREEN Trees, which makes it hard for people to see your antennas. 

Being a desert rat, I was expecting to see the WIAW antennas from many blocks. As I approached the address 
of 225 Main Street, I saw two towers each with at least 8 beams stacked for what seemed to be 50 feet. As I 
turned into the parking lot, I saw two more towers that did not have as many beams, but did have a number of 
vertical antennas. All of these antenna structures surrounded a old (by antelope valley standards) house that 
seemed typical of the area. It was my guess that the house was the station of WIAW. Behind the house was a 
more modern structure that look just like what we would think a “Headquarters” would be. The parking lot was 
positioned between these two buildings.

1 gathered all my stuff and headed into the headquarters ready to get down to business, the business of ham radio 
that is, The lobby has many display cases of old receivers, transmitters, keys, tubes, other items I did not 
recognize. The receptionist was named Penny. Next to her counter was a book case that displayed all (not 
exactly all, see below), the publications that the league sells. Next to the “for sale” stuff, there is a rack of the 
freebies items like the OFFICIAL rules for WAS, friendship, DXCC and other awards/programs, Penny was able 
to get the person handling the HPM program to come to the lobby. I gave him copies of by log from the weeks 
worth of /127 contact (By the way, /127 means it was the 127 birthday of Hiram Percy Maxim). I also was able 
to pick up a copy of the hard to get “Special Events Communications Manual.” This manual is a publication of 
the field services department and is not a normal ARRL publication. After all of the “paper work” was done, I 
was ready for the tour of the headquarters 


Rick Lindquist, KX4V, came to the lobby introduced himself and started the tour. ‘This was not a typical tour 
where you have 5-10 people with you, It was more a personal tour. Since we were in the lobby, the tour started 
out with the brief walkthrough of the display cases, Rick is a collector of old gear and was a good source for 
information on the display cases. There were some pretty neat and simple looking rigs on display. After the 
display cases we went down the halls of the headquarters, stopping at offices of each department. The first office 
was the field service, Rick explained all the activities of the department. Alll the hallways were lined with small 
display cases and framed pictures/plaques. Among the unique displays were the items like the first ham ticket 
issues after WWI (WIAA), instruments used in the Wouff-Hong (see recent QST article), gifts from foreign 
countries, cover of the first QST, and early cartoons. The rest of the departments that were shown included the 
editing/layout room, new members (makers of new ham companion), test lab (where all the product reviews are 
done), and the QSL Bureaus (looks like a Post Office Mailroom). The tour ended up with a visit to the WIAW 
station across the parking lot

My expectations of the W1AW station was something on the order of what you and I have as a shack, but with 
the top of the line equipment. Much to my surprise, it looked more like a multi-studio that you would find in 
most commercial broadcast stations. Keep in mind that the building looks like it was built in the late 1800s, The 
inside contained three individually contained studios with multiple “top of the line” rigs. Each studio was glass 
enclosed, with a UTC clock, computer for logging, and maps. The center of the main area was the control 
panels for the broadcast bulletins that we all hear on HF for code practice. Behind the control panel is a class 
enclosed rack of broadcast quality gear (one for each band), Some of you computer types might be interested to 
know that the code bulletins/practice is sent via a PC with the code text stored on a 5 1/2” floppy! The voice 
bulletins are either sent live (When there are multiple changes per day), or taped and replayed on the weekends, 
The lobby of the WIAW station shows a rotary spark gap radio. It was displayed in a open state for those 
inquiring minds. The tour ended with enough time to grab lunch and return to operate the W1AW station during 
guest op hours

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The guest operator program is a wonderful opportunity for us commoners to operate the “Big” station, 1 
returned to operate the station after a hearty chicken sandwich. I presented my ticket to the guy in charge of the 
station for the day, He asked me what band and antenna I wanted to use. 1 told him I want to operate on 20 
meters SSB and use a beam, So he patched the TS-950s in studio 3 to the 3 element 20 meter beam that WIAW 
uses for the bulletin broadcasts. It was oriented due east. I had a misconception that I (as W1AW) would send 
out CQCQCQ WIAW and instantly get a pileup on me, Boy, was I wrong. It took me three tries to get a 
frequency that people did not come up beside me and make it hard to copy. I finally settled on 14.285 and ended 
up working 14 stations. I worked stations from California City, CA to Puerto Rico and from Winnipeg Canada 
to Florida, One of the stations is a recent upgrade to general. Both he and I were excited to have “Bagged The 
Big One” so soon, My total time at the switch was 1 hour 6 minutes. A very memorable time
